The Memorial Exercises. 

Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 27.—The 
memorial exercises are the sole topic of in- 
terest to-day. There is great anxiety for 
tickets, and fabulous prices are offered. Even 
newspaper men, who are usually favored in 
that regard, are many of them unable to se- 
cure admission for their families. } 
WASHINGTON, February 27.—Prior to 10 
o’clock this morning admission to the Capitol 
was refused to all save members of the two 
Houses of Congress and their employes, but 
at that hour the doors were thrown open to 
persons holding tickets to the memo- 
rial services of the late James 
A. Garfield, and soon the galleries of the 
House were filled to the utmost capacity. A 
large majority of the spectators were ladies, 
who out of respect to the occasion had for 
the most part discarded bright colors, and 
sombre black was the prevailing hue. There 
were no signs of mourning in.tbe hall. A 
full length portrait of the late President was 
hung just back of the chairs of the presiding 
officers, being itself undraped. Members of 
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the House were early in attendance, al] being 
arrayed in black. Inthe lobby bazk of the 
Speaker’s desk the Marine Band was sta- 
tioned, and at intervais from 10 o’clock until 
noon discoursed solemn musie. 

Among the distinguished guests the first 
to arrive were Judge Bancroft, Cyrus W. 
Field and Admiral Worden, who took seats 
directly in front of the clerk’s desk. Among 
the guests who at an early hour occupied 
seats on the floor were Gen.Schenck and Gov- 
ernors [loyt,of Pennsylvania;Foster,of Ohio; 
Hamilton, of Marviand, and Bigelow, of Con- 
necticut. At11:30 Gens. Sherman. Sheridan 
Hancock, Howard and Meigs and Admirals 
Ammen, Rogers and Rodgers entered and 
were assigned seats to the left 
of the Speaker’s desk, and a 
few moments later members of the diplomatic 
Corps, in full regalia, were ushered in, headed 
by the Hawailan Minister as Dean of the 
Corps. Their brillia nt costumes only served 
tothrow into stronger relief the dark aitire 
of the members of Congress who sat imme- 
diately behind them. The Supreme Court of 
the District, headed by Marshall Henry, were 
the next arriva!s. Dr. Bliss was also in at- 
tendance. Mrs. Blaine occupied a front se at 
in the gailery reserved for friends of the 
President. At precisely 12 o’clock the House 
was calied to order by Speaker Keifer and 
prayer offered bv the Chaplain. 

THE SPEAKER THEN SAID: 

This day bas been dedicated by 
the action of the two Houses of Congress to 
services in commemoration of the life and 
death of James Abram Garfield, late Presi- 
dent of the United States. This House is now 
assembled and reddy to perform its part. 

The resoiutiotis setting apart to-day for 
‘memorial services werethen read by Clerk 
McPherson. At 12:10 the Senate was an- 
nounced and all roge as the Senators, headed 
py the officers of that body, entered and took 
their assizned seats. They were followed by 
the Chief Justice and Associate Justices of 
the Supreme Court, dressed in their robes of 
oftice. Again the assembied multitude arose as 
the President of the United States and his 
Cabinet were announced. They were ac- 
companied by Senator Sherman and Repre- 
sentative McKinley, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Arrangements. The President took 
a front seat on the right of the presiding offi- 
cer’s Chair.

Mr. Blaine then rose, and standing at the 
clerk’s des¥,. immediately in front of the two 
presiding cfiicers, proceeded with impressive- 
uess of manner and clearness of tone to de- 
liver his eulogy from manuscript, as follows: 

The Address, 

MR. PRESIDENT: For the second time in this 
generation the great departments of the Gov- 
ernment ofthe United States are assembled 
in the Hallof Representatives to do honor to 
the memory of a murdered President. Lin- 
coln fell atthe close of a miguaty struggle in 
which the passions of men had been deeply 
stirred. The tragical termination of his great 
life added but another to the lengthened suc- 
cession of horrors which had marked so many 
lintels with the blood of the first-born. Gar- 
field was slain in a day of peace, wben brother 
had been reconciled to brother, and when 
anger and hate had been banished from the 
land. ‘*‘Whoever shall hereafter draw the 
portrait of murder, if he wiil show it as it has 
been exhibited where such example was last 
to have been looked for, let him not give it 
the grim visagé of Moloch, the brow knitted 
by revenge, the face black with settled hate. 
Let him draw,fratber, a decorous, smooth- 
faced, bloodless demon; not so much an ex- 
ample of human nature in its depravity and 
in its paroxysms of crime, as an infernal 
being, a fiend in the ordinary display and de- 
velopment of his character.’’ 


ENGLISH PURITANS. 


From the landing ol the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth till the uprising against Charles I., 
about twenty thousand emigiants came from 
oid Engiand to New Engiand. As they came 
in pursuit of intellectual freedom and ecclesi- 
astical independence rather than for wordly 
honor and profit, the emigration naturally 
ceased when the contest for religious liberty 
beganin earnest at home. The man who 
struck his most effective blow for freedom of 
conscience by sailing for the colonies in 1620 
would nave been accounted a deserter to leave 
after 1640. The opportunity had then come on 
the soil of England for that great contest 


which established the authority of Parliament,’ 


gave religious freedom to the people, sent 
Charles to the block, and committed to the 
hands of Oliver Cromwell the supreme execu- 
tive authority of England. The English emi- 
gration was never renewed, and from these 
twenty thousand men with a small emigration 


the vast numbers who have New England 
blood in their veins. 
FRENCH HUGUENOTS. 

In 1685 the revocation of the edict of Nantes 
by Lonis XIV. scattered to other countries 
400,000 Protestants, Who were among the most 
intelligent and enterprising of French sub- 
jects—merchants of capital, skilled manufac- 
turers, and handicraftsmen, superior atthe 
time to all others in Europe. A considerable 
number of these Huguenot French came to 
America; a few landed in New England and 
became honorably prominent in its history. 
Their names have in large part become angllt- 
cised, or have disappeared, but their blood is 
traceable in many of the most reputable fam- 
ilies, and their fame is perpetuated in honor- 
able memorials and useful institutions. 

From these two sources, the English Puritan 
and the French Huguenot, came the late Pres- 
ident—his father, Abram Garfield, being de- 
scended from the one, and his mother, Eliza 
Ballou, trom the other. 

It was good stock on both sides—none better, 
none braver, nonetruer. There was in it an 
inheritance of courage, of manliness, of im- 
perishable love of liberty, of undying adher- 
ence to principle. Garfield was proud of his 
blood; and, with as much satisfaction asif he 
were a British nobleman reading his stately 
ancestral record in Burke’s Peerage, he spoke 
of himself as ninth in descent from those who 
would not endure the oppression of the 
Stuarts, and seventh in descent from the brave 
French Protestants who refused to submit to 
tyranny, even from the Grand Monarque. 

GARFIELD’S EARLY DAYS. 

General Garfiela delighted to dwell on these 
traits, and, during his only visit to Eygiand, 
he busied himself in discovering every trace 
of his forefathersin parish registries and on 
ancient army rolls. Sitting with a friend in 
the gallery of the House of Commons one night 
after alongday’slabor in this fleld of re- 
search, he said with evident elation that in 
every war in which for three centuries patriots 
of Enslish blood had struck sturdy blows for 
constitutional government and human liberty 
his family had been represented. They were

boats and other water-craft on said river at 
or in the vicinity of such beacon-lights as are 
now or may be hereafter established as may, 
in his judgment, be best adapted to the pre- 
servation of life and property from such de- 

struction of vessels, steamboats and other 

water-craft; provided, that the number 
shall not exceed 200, 

The Secretary of the Treasury is also 
authorized to appoint beacon-light keepers 
as the keepers of these life-saving and life- 
boat stations, whose compensation shall by 
$300 per annum in addition to the pay alreade 
received by them.

Exurly in 1863 Garfield was assixned to the 
highlv important and responsible post of chief 
of staff to Gen. Rosee ans, then at the head of 
the Army ofthe Comberland. ver»raps in a 
great military cumpaign nosnborc in te oflicer 
reguires sounder judgment and quic wer knowl- 
edve of men than ihechiet of staff tothe com- 
manding general. An tndiscreet manin such 
a position can sow more discord, breed more 
jexlousy and disseminate more strife than any 


otber offiverin the entire organization. When 
Gen. Gartield assumed his new duties 
he found Vurious troubles al- 
ready well developed and seriously 


affecting the value and etiiciency of the Army 
otthe Cumberland. The energy, the impar- 
tinlitvand the tact with whicb he soug't to 
Allay tuese dissensions andto discharge the 
cuties of his pew aud trying position wiil al- 
ways remain one of the most striking proofs 
of his great versatility. His military duties 
closed on the memorable field of: Chicka- 
mauga, afield which, bowever disastrous to 
the Union arms, gave to himthe occasion of 
winning imperishabie laurels. The very rare 
Gistinctiou was accorded him of a great pro- 
motion for his bravery on a field that was 
lost. President Lincoln aynpointed him a 
Muajor-Genecralin thejarmy of the United States 
for galiunt and meritorious conduct in the 
battle of Chickamauga. 

The Army ot the Cumber'and was reorgan- 
ized nuder the command of Gen. Thomas, who 

romptiy offered Garfield oue of its divisions. 

le was extremely desirous to accept the po- 
sition, but was embarrassed by the fact that 
he had, a year before, been elected to Con- 
gress, andthe time when he musttake his 
seat was drawing near. He preterred to re- 
main in the military service, and had within 
his own breast the largest confidence of suc- 
cessin the wider fieid which his new rank 
opened to him. Balancing the arguments on the 
One side and the other, anxious to determine 
what was for the best, desirous above all 
things to do his patriotic duty, he was decis 


ively influenced by the advice of Presi- 
dent . Lincoln and Secretary Stanton, 
both of whom =§ assured him that he 


could, at that time, be of especial value in the 
House of Kepre-sentatives. He resigned his 
cormmmission as Major General onthe 5tn day 
ot December, 1863, and took his seat in the 
House of Representative; onthe 7th. He had 
served two vears and four monthsin the army, 
and had just completed his thiriy-second year. 
IN CUNGRESS. 

The Thirty-eignth Congress is pre-eminent- 
ly entitled in hi-tory to the desiyvnation of the 
War Congress. It waselected whiie the war wus 
flagrant, and every member was chosen upon 
the issues involved inthe continuance of the 
strugzie. The Thirty seventh Congress had, 


indeed, legislated to a large extent on war 
measures, but it was chosen before any 
one believed that secession of the 
States would be actually ettempted. The 
magnitude of the work which fell upon 
its successor was unnrecedented, both 


in respect tothe vast sums of money raised 
for the support of the Army and Navy, and of 
the new and extraordinary powers of legisls- 
tion which it was forced to exercise. Only 
twenty-four States were represented, and one 
hundred and eighty-two wembers were 
upon its roll. Among these were 
many distinguished party leaders on both 
sides, veterais in the public service, with es. 
tablished reputations for ability, and with 
that skill whicu comes Only from parliamen- 
tary expenenvuce into this assemblage of 
meo Garfield entered without special »-r‘para- 
tion, xnvd it might aunost be gal unex pectea- 
ly.

Well educated, thrifty, thoroughly intelligent 
in uffairs, acutely « iscerning of character, not 

nick to bestow confidence, and slow to with- 

ruw it, they we'e at once the most helpful 
and most exacting of supporters. Their tena- 
cioustrustin men in whom they have once 
confided is illustrated by the unparaieled fact 
that Kiisha Whittiesey, Joshua R. Giddings 
and James A. Gurfield represented the district 
for fitty-four years. 

There is notest of a man’s ability in any de- 
partment of public life more severe than ser 
vice in the House of Representatives; there is 


no place where so little deference is paid to 
reputation previously acquired, or to emi- 
nence won outside; no place where so littie 


consideration is shown for the feelings or fail- 
vres of beginners. Whataman gains in the 
House he gains by sheer force of his own char- 
acter, and if he loses and falls back he must 
expect no mercy, and willreceive no sympa- 
thy. Itisafield in which the survival of the 
strongestis the recognized rule, and where 
no pretense can deceive and no glamour can 
niislead. The renal man is discovered, his 
worth is impartially weigheds his rankis irre- 
versibly decreed. 

With possibly a single exception Garfield 
was the youngest memberinthe House when 
he entered, and was but seven vears from his 
college graduation. But he had not beenin 
his seat sixty days betore his ability was recoz- 
nized and his piace conceded. He stepped to 
the front with the confidence of one who be- 
longed there. The House was crowded with 
strong men of both parties; nineteen cf them 
have since been transterred to the Senate, 
and many of them have served with distinc- 
tionin the gubernatorial chaira of their re- 
spective States, and on foreign missions of 
great consequence; but among them ail none 

rew so rapidly, bone so firmly as Gaifield. As 
8 said Ly Trevel\anof his pariiamentury hero, 
Garfieid succeeded ‘‘because all the world 
in concert could not have kept him in the 
background, and because when once in the 
front he plaved his part with a prompt in- 
trepidity and a commanding ease that were 
but the outward symptoms of the immense 
reserve of rey on which it was in his power 
to draw. Indeed the apparently reserved 
force which Gartield possessed was one of his 

reat characteristics. He never did so well 

ut that it seemed he could easily have done 
better. He never expended #0 much strength 
but that he seemed to be posing additional 
power atcall. This is one of the a and 
rarest distinctions of an effective debater, and 
often counts for as much in pursuading an 
assembly as the eloquent and éiaborate argu- 
ment, 


The great measure of Garfield’sfame was 
filled by his service in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. His military life, illustrated by 
honvrabie performance, and rich in promise, 
was, as he himeeif felt, prematurely termin- 
ated. and necessarily incomplete. Specula- 
tion as to What he might have doneina tieid 
where the great prizes are so few cannot be 
profitabie. Itis sufficient to say that as a eo). 
dier he did his duty bravely; he did it intel- 
ligently; he won an enviable fame, and he re- 
tired from the service witnout blot or breath 
against him. Asa lawyer, though admirably 
equipped forthe profession, he can scarceiy 
be gaia to have entered onits practice. The 
few ellorts he made atthe bar were distin. 
guished by the same high erder of talent 
which he exhibited on every field where he 
was put to the test, and if &man may ve ac- 
cepted as a competent judge of his own capa- 
cities and adaptations, the law was the pro- 
tesston to which Garfield should have devoted 
himself. But fate ordained otherwise, and his 
reputation in history will rest largely upon 
his service in the House of Lay yg phos 
That eervice was exceptionally long. He was 
nine times consecutivelv chosen to the House, 
an honor enjoyed by not more than six other 
Representatives of the more than five thou- 
sand who have been elected from the organi. 
sation of the Government to this hour. 
AS AN ORATOR. 

Asa pasiiamentery Orator, a8 a debater on 
an issue squarely joined, where the position 
had been chosen and the ground laid out, 
Garfield muet be assigned avery high rank. 
More, perhaps, than any man with whom he 
was associated in public life, he gave careful 
and systematic study to public questions and 
he came to every discussionin which he took 
part with elaborate and complete prepara: 
tion. He was a steady and indefatigable 
worker. Those whoimagine that talent or 
genius can supply the place or achieve the re- 
sults of lubor willflad no encouragement in 
Garfield's life. In preliminary work he was 
apt, rapid and skilltul. He possessed in w» 
high degree the power of readily absorbin 
ideas and faces, and, like Dr. Johnson, ha 
the artof petting from a book all that was of 
value in itby areading apparently s0 quick 
and cur-ory that it seemed like a mere giatoer at 
the table of contents. He was « pre emine atly 
tair ana candid mun in debate, took no petty 
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advantage, stooped to no unwolthy methods, 
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reputation, attracting the notice and securing 


) 


avoided personal allusions,irarely appealed to 

rejudice, did not seek to inflame passion. 
ire ad a uicker eye for the strong point of 
his adversary toan tor bis Weak point, and on 
his own side he so marshaled bis weighty ar- 
guments us to make his hearers forget any 
possible lack in the complete strength ot his 
position. He had a habit of stating his oppo- 
nent’s side with such amplitude of fairness 
and such liberalitv of concession, that his fol- 
lowers often complained that he was giving 
his case away. ut never in his prolonged 
participation in the proceedings of the House 
did he give his case away, or fail in the judg- 
ment of competent and impartial listeners to 
gain the mastery. 

These characteristics, which marked Gar- 
field as a great debater, did not, however, 
make him a great parliamentary leader. .A 
parliamentary leader, as that term is under 
stood wherever free representative govern- 
ment exists, is necessarily and very strictly 
the organ of his pony An ardent American 
defined the instinctive warmth of patriotism 
when he offered the toast: ‘‘Our country, 
alwavs right, but right or wrong, Our cOun- 
try.’’ The parliamentary leader who has a 
body of followers that will do and dare and die 
for the cause, is one who believes his party 
always right, but right or wrong, is for his 
party. Nomore important or exacting duty 
devolyes upon him than the selection of the 
field and the time for contest. He must know 
not merely how to strike, but where to strike 
and when to. strike. He often skill- 
fully avoids the strength of his onponent’s 
position and scatters confusion in his ranks by 
attacking an exposed point when really the 
righteousness of the cause and the strength of 
lovical intrenchment are avain:t him. He 
conquers often both against the right and the 
heavy battalions; as Wwoen young Charles Fox, 
in the days of his Toryism, carried the House 
of Commons against justice, against its imme- 
morial rights, against his own convictions, if, 
indeed, at that period Fox had convictions, 
aud, in the interest of a corrupt administra- 
tion, in «ebedience to a tyrannical sovereign, 
drove Wilkes trom the seatto which the elec- 
tors of Middlesex had chosen him and installed 
Luttrell, ingdeflance, not merely of law, but of 
public decency. For an achievement of that 
kind Garfleld was disqualined—disqualitied b 
the texture of his mind, by the nonesty of his 
heart, a! his conscience, and by every instinct 
and aspiration of his nature. 

AS A PARLIAMENTARY LEADER. 

The three most distiuguished parliamentary 
leaders hitherto developed in this country are 
Mr. Olay, Mr. Douglas and Mr. Thaddeus 
Stevens. Each was & man of consummate 
ubility, of great earnestness, of intense per 
sonality, poe widely, each from the 
others, and yet with a signal trait in common 
—the powerto command. In the ve and 
take of daily discussion, inthe art of control- 
ling and consolidating reluctant and refractory 
followers; in the skillto overcoine all forma 
of opposition, andto meet with competency 
and courage the varying phases of unlooked 
for assault or unsuspected defection, it would 
be difliculttorank with these a fourth name 
in all our Congressional history. But of these 
Mr. Clay was tne greatest. It would, perhaps, 
be impossible to find inthe parliamentary an- 
nals of the world a parallel to Mr. Olay,in 1841, 
when at 64 years of age he took the control of 
the Whig party from the President,who had re- 
ceived th i: suffrages, against the power of 


Webster in the Cabinet, against the eloquence 
of Choate in the Senate, against the Herculean 
efforts of Caleb Cusbing and Henry A. Wise in 
the louse. In unshared leadership, in the 
pride and plenitude ot power be huried avainst 
John Tyler with deepest scorn the mass of that 
conquering column which had swept over the 
land in ls4v, and drove his Administration to 
seek shelter behind the lines of bis political foes. 
Mr. Dougias uchieved a victory scarcely less 
wonderful when, in 1854, against the secret de- 
Sires Ofa strong Adwinistration, against the 
wise coungel of the olaer chiefs, against the 
conservative instincts and even the moral 
sense of the country, he forced areluctant Con- 
“ress intO a repeal of the Missouri com 
piomise. Mr.iThaddeus Stevens in his con- 
tests [rom 1865 to 1568 actually advanced his par 
liamentary leadersbip until Congress tieu the 
hands of the President and governed the 
country by its own wil, leaving only per- 
functorv duties to be discharged by the execu- 
tive. Withtwo hundred millions of patronage 
in his hands at the opening of the contest, 
nided by the active toree of Seward in the 
Cabinet, and the moral power ot Chaseon the 
bench, Andrew Johnson could not command 
the support of one-third in either Houvze 
uguinst the parliamentary uprising of which 
Thaddeus Stevens was the animating spirit 
and the unquestioned leader. 

From these three great men Garfield differed 
radically, differed in the quality of his 
in temperawent,inthe torm and phase 
ambition, Hecould not dowhat they did, 


|} Luthe could do whatthey could not, and in 


tie breadth ef his Congressional work he left 

that which will longer exert a potential in 

fluence among mén, and which, measured by 

the severe test of posthuinons criticism, wili 

— amore enduring and more enviable 
ane. 

Those unfamiliar with Garfield’s industry 
and ignorant of the aetails of his work may, 
in svmne degree, measure them by the annals 
of Oongress. No one of the generation of pub- 
lic men to which he belonged has contributed 
sO much that will be valuable for future refer- 
ence. His speeches are numerous, many of 
them brilliant, allof them well studied, care- 
fully phrased, and exhaustive of the subject 
under consideratioa,. Ovollected fromthe scat- 
tered pages of ninety roya! octavo volumes of 
Congres-ional Record, they would present an 
invaluable com); endium of the politica) history 
of the most linportane @ra through which the 
National Governinent has ever passed. When 
the bistory of this period shall be impartially 
written, when war levislation, measures of 
reconstructiun, protection of human rights, 
amendments to the Constitution, maintenance 
of public credit, steps toward specie resump- 
tion, true theories of revenue may 
be reviewed, unsurrounded by prejudice and 
disconnected from partisanism, the speeches 
of Garfield will Le estimated at their value,ana 
will be found to comprise & vast maguzine of 
fact and argument,ot clear ana V-is and sound 
conclusion. Indeed, if no other authority 
were accessibie, sis speechesinthe House of 
Representatives from December, 1863, to June, 
iss0, would give a well connected history and 
coinplete defense of the important legisfation 
of the seventeea eventful vears that constitute 


his parliamentary life. Far beyond that, is 
speeches would be found to forecast many 
great measures, yetto be completed—meas- 
ures which he knew were beyond the pubdlic 


opinion ofthe nour, but which he confidently 
believed would secure popu'iar approval with 
in the period of his own lifetime aud by the 
aid of bis own efforts. 

Differing, as Garfield does, fromthe brilliant 
parliamentary leaders, it is not easy to find 
his counterpart anywhere in the record of 
American public life. He perhaps more nearly 
resembles Mr. Seward io his supreme faith in 
the all-conquering power of a principle. He 
had the love of learning and the patient in- 
dustry of investigation to which Jobn Quincy 
Adams owes his prominence and his Presi- 
dency. Ie had some of those ponderous ele- 
ments ofmind which distinguished Mr. Web- 
ster, and which, indeed, in all our public life, 
have left the great Massachusetts Senator 
without an intellectual peer. 

In English Py egg | history, as in our 
own, the leaders in the House of Commons 
present points of exsential difference from 
Garfield. But some of his methods recall the 
best features in the strong, independent course 
of Sir Robert Peel, and striking resemblances 
are discernible in that most ss of 
modern Oonservatives, who died too early for 
his country and his fame—the Lord George 
Bentinck. He had all of Burke’s love for the 
Sublime and the Beautiful, with, possibly, 
something of his superabundance; and in his 
faith and his magnanimity, in his power of 
statemeut, in his subtle analysis, in his fault- 
less logic, in his love of literature, in his 
wealth and world of illustration, one is re- 
minded of that great English statesman of to- 
day, who, confronted with obstacles that 
would daunt any but the dauntiless, reviled by 
those whom he would relieve as bitterly as by 
those whose supposed rights he is forced to 
invade, stiil labors with serene courage for the 
amelioration of lreland and for the honor of 
the English name. 

HIS NOMINATION. 

Garfield’s nomination to the Presidency, 
while not predicted or anticipated, was nota 
surprise tothe country. His prominence in 
Congress, his solid qualities, his wide reputa 
tion, strengthened by his then recent election 
as Senator from Ohio, kept himin the public 
eye as a man Occupying the very highest rank 
among those entitied to be called statesmen. 
It was not mere chance that brought bim this 
high honer. ‘‘We must,’’ says Mr. Emerson, 
‘freckon success a constitutional trait. If 
Eric is in robust health and has slept well and 
is at the top of his condition, and thirty years 
old at his departure from Greenland, he wiil 
steer west and his ships will reach Newfound- 
land. But take Eric out and putin a stronger 
and bolder man and the ships will sail six 
hundred, one thousand, fifteen hundred mites 
farther and reach Labrador and New England. 
There is no chance in results.’’ 

Asa oandidate Garfield steadily grew in 
popular favor. He was met with a storm of 
detraction at the very nour of hisnomination 
and it continued with increasing volume an 


momentum until the close of his victorious 

campaian.

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confident; never lost his self-possession, did 
no unwise act, spoke nO hasty or ill-consid- 
erea word. Indeed, nothing in his whole lite 
is more remarkable or more Créditabie than 
his bearing through those five full months ot 
vituperation—a prolonged agony oftrial toa 
sensitive man, a conetant and cruel draft 
upon the powers of moral endurance. The 
great mase of these uojust imputations passed 
unnoticed, and with the genera: debris of the 
campaign fellinto oblivion. Butin a few in- 
stances the fron entered lis soul, and he died 
with the injury unforgotten if not unforgiven. 

One aspect of Garfield’s candidacy was un- 
precedented. Never betore, inthe history of 
partisan contests in this country, had a suc- 
cessful presidential candidate spoken freely 
On passing events and currentissues. To at- 
tempt anything of the kind seemed novel,rash 
and even desperate. The older class of voters 
recalled the unfortunate Alabama letter, in 
which Mr. Clav was supposed to have signed 
his political death warrant. They remember- 
ed also the hot-tempered effusion by which 
Gen. Scott lost a large share of his popularity 
before his nomination, and the unfortunate 
speeches which rapidly consumed the re- 
mainder. The younger voters had seen Mr. 
Greeley in a series of vigorous and original 
addresses preparing the pathway for his 
own defeat. Unmindful of these 
warnings, unheeding the advice of friends, 
Gai field spoke to large crowds as he journey- 
ed to and from New York in August, to a great 
multitude in that city, to delegations and dep- 
utations of every kind that called at Mentor 
during the summer and autumn. With in- 
numerabie eritics, watchfuland eager to catch 
a phrase that might be turned in’o odium or 
ridicule, or a sentence that might be distorted 
to his own or his party’s injury, Garfield did 
not trip or halt in agy of his seventy speeches. 
This seems all the more remarkable when it is 
remembered that he did not write what he 
said, and yet spoke with such logical consecu- 
tiveness of tbou; ht and such admirable pre- 
cision of phrase as to dety the accident of 
misreport and the mualignity of misrepresen- 
tation. 

HIS PRESIDENTIAL LIFE, 


In the beginning of his Presidential life Gar- 
field's experience did not yield him pleasure 
or satisfaction. The duties that engross so 
large a portion of the President’s time were 
distateful to him, and were unfavorably con- 
trasted with his legislative work. ‘‘I have 
been dealing a)l these years with ideas,’’ he 
impatiently exclaimed one day, ‘‘and here I 
am dealing only with persons. I have been 
heretofore treating of the fundamental prin. 
ciples of government,and here I am consider- 
ing all day whether A or B shall be appointed 
to this or that office.’’ He was earuestiy seek- 
ing ®oOme practicai way Of correcting the evils 
arising from the distribution of 0. ergrown and 
unwieldy patronage—evils always a), reciated 
and often discussed by him, but whose mayni- 
tude had been more deeply impressed upon 
his mind since his accession tothe Presidency. 
Hiad he lived a comprehensive improvement 
in the mode of ga ag and in the tenure 
of office would have been proposed by him, 
ne _— the aid of Congress no doubt per- 
ected. 

But, while many of the executive duties 
were not graterulto him, be was assiduous 
and conscientiousin their discharge. From 
the very outset he exhibited administrative 
talent of a high order. He graeped the helm 
of office withthe handof a master. In this 
reapect indeed he constantly surprised many 
who were most intimately associated with 
him in the Government, and es#peciaily those 
who had feared that he might be lacking in 
the executive faculty His disposition of 
business was orderly and rapid. is power of 
analysis, and his skill in  Classificution, 
enabled him to dispatch a vast mass of detail 
with singular promptness and ease. His Cabhi- 
nét meetings were admirably conducted. His 
ciear presentation of official subjects, his we!l- 
considered suygestion of topics on which dis- 
cussion was invited, his quick decision when 
all had been heard, combined to show a thor- 
oughness of mental training as rare as his 
naturai ability and his facile adaptation to a 
new and enlarged fieid of labor. 


With perfect compreheusion of a)! the in- 
heritances of the war, with a cool calculation 
of the obstaclesin his way, impelled always 
bv a@ generous enthusiasm, Garfield conceived 
that much might be done by his administration 
towards restoring harmony between the dif- 
ferent sections of the Union. He was anxioas 
to go South and speak to the people. As early 
as April he had ineffectually endeavored to 
arrange for a trip to Nashville, whither he 
had been cordially invited, and he was again 
disappointed a few weeks later to find that he 
could not goto South Cafolina to attend the 
céntennial celebration of the victory of the 
Cowpens. But tor the autumn he definitely 
counted on being prevent at three memorable 
assemblies in the South—the celebration at 
Yorktown, the opening of the Cotton Exposi- 
tion at Atlanta, and the tineeting of 
the Army of the Cumberland at Chattanooga. 
He was already turming Over in bi+ mind his 
address for each occasion, and the three taken 
together, he said to a friend, gave him the 
exact scope and verge which he needed. At 
Yorantown he would have before him the asso- 
ciations of a bundred years that bound the 
South and the North in the sacred memory of 
& common danger and a common victory. 
At Atlanta he would present the material in- 
terests and the industrial development which 
appealed to the thrift and independence of 
every housebold, snd which should unite the 
two sections by the instinct of self-interest 
and self defense. At Chattanooga he would 
revive memories of the war only to ~how that, 
atter ali ite disaster and all its suffering, the 
country was stronger and greater, the Union 
rendered indissoluvile, and the future,through 
the agony and bivood of one generation, made 
brighter and better for all. 

Garfield’s ambition for the success of his 
administration was high. With strong cau- 
tion and con:ervatisam in his nature, he was 
in no danger of attempting rash experiments 
or of reeo: ting to the empiricism of statesman- 
shin. But he believed that renewed and 
closer attention should be given to questions 
affecting the material interests and c immer. 
cial prospects of 50,000,000 of people. He be- 
lieved that our cuntinental relations, exten- 
siveand undeveloped as they are, involved 
responaibility, and could be cultivated into 
eee oy friendship or be abandoned to 

armtfulindifference or iasting enmity. He 
believed with equal confidence that an essen- 
tial forerunoer to a new era of national preg- 


ress must be a feeling of contentinent 
in every section ot the Union, 
and a generous balief that the 


benefits and burdens of government would be 
commontoall. Himself a conspicuous illns- 
tration of what ability and ambition may do 
under republican institutions, he loved his 
country with a passion of patriotic devotion, 
and every waking thought was given to her 
advancement. He was an American in all his 
aspirations, and he looked to the destiny and 
influence of the United States with the philo. 
sophic composure of Jefferson andthe demon- 
strative confidence of John Adams. 
POLITICAL EVENTS. 


The political events which disturbed the 
President's serenity for many weeks before 
that futal day in July form an important 
chapterin his career, anc,in his own judg- 
ment, involved questions of principle and of 
— which are vitally essential to the con- 
stitutional administration of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. It would be ont of place here and 
now to speak the language of cootroversy; but 
the events referred to, however they may con- 
tinue to be a source of contention with others, 
have become, sofaras Garfield is concerned, 
as much a matter of history as his heroism at 
Chickamauga or nis Illustrious service in 
the House. Detail 1s not needful and per- 
sonal antagonism shall not be re- 
kindled by any word uttered’ to-day. 
The motives of thoee opposing him are not to 
be here adversely interpreted nor their course 
harshiy characterized. But of the dead Presi- 
dent thisisto be said, and said becausé bis 
own speech is forever silenced and he can be 
no more heard except through the fidelity and 
the love of surviving friends. From the be- 
giuning totne end otf the controversy he so 
much deplored, the President was never for 
one moment actuated by any motive of gain 
to himself or of loss to others. Least of all 
mén did he harbor revenge, rarely did he even 
show resentment, and malice was notin his 
nature. He was congenially employed only 
in the exchange of good offices and the doing 
of kindiy deeds. 

There was not an hour, from the beginning 
of the trouble till the fatal shot entered his 
body, whenthe President would not gladly, 
for the sake of restoring harmony, have re- 
traced any step he had taken if such retrac- 
ing had merely involved consequences per. 
sonal to himself. The pride of consistency, 
or any supposed sense of humiliation that 
might result from surrendering his position, 
had not a feather’s weight with him. No man 


was ever less subject to such  in- 
fluences from within or from  with- 
out. But after most anxious ue- 


liberation and the coolest survey Of all the 
circumstances, be solemnly believed that the 
true prerogatives or the Executive were in- 
volved in the issue which bad been raised, 
and that he would be unfaithful to hissupreme 
obligation if he failed to matntain, in all their 
vigor. the constitutional rights and dignities 
of his great Office. He believed thisin ail the 
convictions of oonecience whenin sound and 
vivorous health, and he believed it in his suf- 
ferine and prostration in the last conscious 
thought whicna his wearied mind pestowed on 
the transitory struggles of life. 

More than this need not be sald. Less than 
this could not be said, Justive to the duau,

HIS RELIGIOUS FAITH. 


The religious element in Garfield’s pee 2 . 


acter was deep and earnest. In his ¢ 
youth he espoused the faith of the pisciples, . 
sect of that great Baptist Communion, whic 
in different ecclesiastical establishments is so 
numerous and so influential throughons, 
arts of the United States. But the broa pan 

ng tendency of his mind and his active sp 7 
of inquiry were early apparent and carrie 
him beyond the dogmasor sect and the re- 
straints of association. In selecting a college 
in which 10 continue his educa- 
tion .

the greatest preacher of his church. His rea- 
sons were characteristic: first, that Sethany 
ieaned too heavily toward meret yi second, 
that, being himself a Disciple and the sonof 
Disciple parents, he had little acquaintance 
with pecple of other beliefs and he thought it 
would make him more liberal, quotiug his own 
words, both in his religious and general 
views, togo into a newcircle and be under 
new influences. 

The liberal tendency which he anticipated 
as the result of wider culture was fully real- 
ized. He was emancipated from mere secta- 
rian beliet, and with eager interest pushed 
his investigations in the direction of modern 
progressive thought. He followed with quick- 
ening step inthe pathsof exploration and 
expectation so fearlessly trodden by Darwin, 
by Huxley, by Tyndall, and by other living 
scientists of the radical and advanced type. 
His own church, binding its disciples by no 
formulated creed, but accepting the Old and 
New Testaments asthe word ot God witb un- 
biased liberty of private interpretation, 
favored, if it did not stimulate, the spirit of 
investigation. Its members profess with sin- 


/cerity, and profess only, to be of one mind 


and one faith with those who immediately fol- 
lowed the Master, and who were first called 
Christians at Antioch. 

But however high Garfield reasoned of ‘‘f'xed 
fate, free will, foreknowledge absolute,’’ he 
was never separated fromthe Church of the 
Disciples in his affections and in his associa: 
tions. For him it held the ark of the covenant. 
Tio him it was the gate of heaven. The world 
of religious bejief is full of solecisms and con- 
tradictions A philosophic observer declares 
that men by the thousands will die In defense 
of acreed whose doctrines they do not com- 
prehe: d and whose tenets they habitually vio- 
late. Itis equallytrue that men by the thou- 
sand willcling to the church organizations 
with instinctive and undying fideliiy when 
their belief in maturer years is radically differ- 
ent from that which inspired them as neo- 

hytes, 

“ But atter this range of speculation, and this 
latitude of doubt, Gurfield came back always 
with freshness and delight to the simpler in- 
stincts of religious faith, which, earliest im- 
planted, longest survive. Not many weeks 
before his assassination, walking on the banks 
of the Potomac with a friend, and conversing 
on those topics of personal religion concern- 
ing which noble natures have an unconquer- 
able reserve, he said that he found the Lord’s 
Prayer and the simple petitions learned in in- 
fancy «infinitely restful to him, not merery 
in their stated repetition, but in their casual 
and frequent reeall as he went about the daily 
duties oi life. Certain texts ot Scriptures had a 
very strong holon his memory and his heart. 
Ile heurd, whiie in Edinburgh some years 
¥go, an eminent Scotch preacber who prefaced 
his sermon with reading the eighth chapter of 
the Epistie to the Romans, which book had 
been the subject of careful study with Gar 
field during sll his religious lire. He was 
greatly impressed by the elocution of the 
preacher and declared that it had imparted a 
new and deeper meaninys to the majestic ut- 
terances or St. Paul He reterred often in 
after years to thut memorable service, and 
dwelt with exaltation of feeling upon the 
radiant promise and the assured hope with 
which the wreat apostle ot the Gentiles was 
‘*persuaded that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things p. esent, northings to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be 
able to separate us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord.’’ : 


HIS CHARACTERISTICS. 


The crowning characteristic of Gen. Gar 
fields religions opinions, as, indeed, of all his 
opinions, was his liberality. In all things he 
had charity. Tolerance was of his nature. He 
respected in others the qualities which he pos- 
sessed himeself—sincerity of conviction and 
frankness ofexpression. With him the in 
quiry was not s0 much whata man believes, 
but does he believe it? The lines of his friend: 
ship and his confidence encircled mer of every 
creed, and men of no creed, and to theend of 
his jife,on his ever-lengthening list of friends, 
were to be found the names of a pious Cath. 
Oiic priest and of an honest-minded and gen- 
erous- hearted free-thinker. 

Ov the morning ofjSaturday, July second, the 
President wes a contented and happy man— 
not in anv ordinary degree, but joyfully, 
almost boyishly happy. On his way to the 
railroad station, to which he drove slowly, in 
conscious enjoyment of the beautiful morning, 
with an unwonted sense of leisure and a keen 
antio pation of pleasure, his talk was all in 
the wrateful and gratulatory vein. He felt 
that atter four months of trial his Administra 
tion was strongin its grasp of affuirs, strong 


in popular tavor and destined to grow 
stronger; that grave difficuities con- 
fronting bim at his inauguration 


bad been safely passed; that trouvle lay be- 
hind him and not before him; that he was soon 
to meet the wife whom he loved, now recover- 
ing from anillness which had but lately dis- 
quieted ana at times almost unnerved him; 
that he was going to his Alma Mater to renew 
the most cherished associations of his young 
manhood, anda to exchange greetings with 
those whose deepening interest had followed 
every step of his upward progress from the day 
he entered upon his college course until he 
had attained the loftiest elevation in the gift 
of his conntrymen. , 

Surely if happiness can ever come from the 
honors or triumphs of this world, on that 
quiet July worning James A. Gartield may 
well have beena happy man. No foreboding 
of evil haunted him; no slightest premonition 
of danger clovded his sky. His terrible fate 
was upon himin aninstant. One moment he 
stood erect,.strong, confident in the years 
stretching péacefully out before him. The 
next he lay wounded, Dleeding, helpless, 
doomed to weary weeks Of torture, to silence, 
and the grave. 

PERORATION. 

Great in life, he was surpassingly great in 
death. For no cause, inthe very frenzy of 
wantonness and wickedness, by the red hand 
of murder, he was thrust from the full tide of 
this world’s interest, trom its hopes, its aspi 
rations, its victories, into the visible presence 
of death—and be did not quail. Not alone for 
the one short moment in which, stunned and 
dazed, he could give up life, hardlv aware of 
its relinguishment, but through days of deadly 
languor, throigh weeks ofagony, tbat was 
not less agony because silently borne, with 
clear sight and calm _ courage, he 
looked into his open grave. What blight 
and ruin met his anguished eyes, whose lips 
mav tell?—what brilliant, broken Dlans, what 
baffied, high ambitions, what sundering of 
strong, warm manhood’s friendships, what 
bitter rending of sweet househoid ties! Be- 
hind bim a proud, expectant nation, @ great 
host of sustaining friends, a cherished and 
happy mother, wearing the full, rich honors 
of herearly toil and tears; the wife of his 
youth, whose whole life lay in his; the little 
boys not vet merged from childhood’s day of 
frolic; the fairg young’ daughter; the sturdy 
sons just springing into closest companion- 
ship, claiming every day and every day ree 
warding a father’s love and care; and in his 
heart the coger Tene power to meet all de- 
mand. Before him, esolation and great 
darkness. And his soul was not shaken. His 
countrymen were thililed witn instant, pro- 
found and universal sympathv Masterfulin 
his mortal weakness, he became the center of 
a nation’s love, enshrinedin the prayers of 
a world. Butall the love and all the sympa- 
thy could not share with him bis suffering He 
trod the wine-press alone. With unfaltering 
front ne faced death. With unfailing tender- 
ness he took leave of life. Above the demo- 
niac hiss of the assassin’s bullet he heard the 
voice of God. With simple resignation he 
bowed to the Divine decree. 

4s the end drew near, his early craving for 
the sea returned. The stately mansion of 
power had been to him the wearisome hospital 
pat song. and he begged to be taken trom its 
prison walls, from its oppressive, stifling air, 
from its homelessness and its hopelessness. 
Gently, silently, the love of agreat peowre Sees 
the pale sufferer to the longed-for heaing of 
the sea, to live or die, as God shouid will, with- 
in sight of its heaving billows, within sound of 
its manifold voices. With wan, fevered 
face tenderly lifted to the cooling breeze, 
he looked out Wistfully upon the ocean's 
changing wonders; on its far sails, 
whitening in the women light; on ite restless 
waves, rolling shoreward to break and die 
beneath the noonday sun; on the red clouds 
of evening, arching low to thé horizon; on the 
serene and shining pathway ofthe stars. Let 
usthink that his dying eyes read a mystic 
meéaning which only the rapt and soul 
may know. Let us believe that in the 
of the receding worid he heard the 
breaking on a further shore, and 
upon his wasted brow the breath of the eter- 
nal morning. :

Boat This Morning. 


Aemall strike among the laborers engaged 
in unloading the steamer Arkansas, of the 
Keokuk Packet Line, oceurred at the wharf 
atthe foot of Locust street this morning.

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THE STANLEY MEMORIAL. 

At & meeting held in Londva on the birth- 
day of the late DEAN STANLY, December 
13th, at which our minister, Mr. LOWELL, 
spoke, it Was suggested that the people of 
the United States might be glad to place ip 
the Chapter House of Westminster Abbey a 
Memorial window, as atoken of their re 
spect and affection for one who, at all times 
and under ail circumstances, was the firm 
friend of America. A subscription for this 
purpose has already been started in Boston, 
under the auspices of the Hon. Ropert C. 
WINTHROP and Rev. Epwarp EVERETT 
HALE, and it is announced that Rev. Dr. EL- 
1OT will be happy to forward such contribu- 
tions as may be forthcoming irom 8t. Louis 
and vicinity. 

It is not often that, aside from 
public charity, so worthy an object ap- 
poals to American generosity. DAN STAN- 
LEY Was a rare man inan age acd country pre- 
lific of rare men. The scion of an ancient and 
honorable family Whose members have fig- 
ured conspicuously inthe English state and 
church for four hundred years, he was excep- 
tionally favored in his early surroundings 
and training, and had the ability and disposi- 
tion to make an exceptionally good use of 
them. Rising easily and rapidiy tothe posi- 
tion which will always be assoclated with his 
name, and which he probably preferred to 
any other in the Wurid, he proved himself in 
every respect eminently worthy of it. Ut- 
terly devoid of either arrogance or affecta- 
tion, he combined perfect dignity with per- 
fect simplicity, unflinching courage with an 
almost womanly modesty, the largest tolera- 
tion with the sternust fideiity to principle,and 
so lived in public and private tbat the Litler- 
est opponents of his opinions mourned his 
death as if he had basen their chosen cham- 
pion. Resisting the natural, and usually ua- 
conquerable, influences of birth, education, 
associations and ecclesiastical rank, be way, 
from beginning to end, a Liberal in the broad- 
est and best sense of a much-abused word. 
An hereditary aristocrat, be .:as, uncon- 
sciously perhaps, arepubiican at heart, and 
eagerly watched the progress aud develop- 
ment of popular Itberty 10 America and 
Europe. The guardian and representative of 
thé noblest and most sacred of HEagland’s 
temples, he had none of the prejudices and 
passions that commonly pertain to an estab- 
lisbed hierarehy. The friend of Cardinal 
MANNING, and yet an ardent admirer of 
CHANNING and PARKKRK;: a strong churchman, 
and yet offering room in the Abbey for a 
monument to JOHN WESLEY; sufliciently 
orthodox himself, and yet volunteering to 
perform the marriage ceremony for Prof. 
TYNDALL, When that distinguished ecien- 
tist had given mortal offence to ortho- 
doxy by his famous address’ before 
thes British Association; differing wide- 
ly from the Biblical criticism of Bishop 
COLENSO, and yet laviting that heretical pre- 
late to preach in the Westminister pulpit— 
his liberalism in these matters strengthened 
rather than weakened with advancing age, 
and in bis Jast published work (‘‘Christian 
Institutions’’) we find the following sugges- 
tive paragraphs: ‘‘They who believein the 
singular mercy and compassion shown in the 
parable of the Prodigal Son, oriu the tolera- 
tion and justice due to those who are of 
another religion, as in the parabie of the 
Good Samaritan—they, whether they be 
Christians in name or not, whether they have 
or have not partaken of the sacrament, have 
thus received Christ, because they have re- 
ceived that which was the essence of Christ— 
his spirit of mercy and toleration, © * © It 
used to besaidim the wars between the 
Moors and the Spaniards, that a 
perfect character would be the man 
who had the virtues of the Mus- 
sulman and the creed of the Christiun. 
But this is exactiy reversing our Lord’s doc- 
trine. If the virtnes of the Arabs were 
greater than the virtues of the Spaniards’ 
then, whether they accepted Christ in word 
or not, it was they who were the true believ- 
ers, and it was the Christians who were the 
infidels.” 

The attentions paid Dean Stanley by a’! 
classes and sects during his visitto America 
were a recognition,as graceful as spontaneous 
of his life-long friendship for us and ours’ 
He had none of that narrow: mioded jealousy 
of American greatness which Eugliishmen of 
his claes #0 often display. He saw our faults 
and follies, and frankly toldus of them,

erty, and that capacity for sclf goverument 
bich makes the Bogland of to-day a mon- 
chy only in form and name.

visitors manifested in Westminster Abbey, 
and always insisted that, until the Revolution 
of 1776 cut the link between mother and 
child, the venerable mausoleum belonged as 
much to America as to England. Ourcountry- 
men and women were always sure of a cor- 
dial reception there; and one of them—a Wan- 
dering journalist—can never forget the kind- 
ness Which permitted him, an entire strang- 
er and making his request at second-hand, 
to place a humble stone of rememberance 
above the grave of an old dramatic poet. Of 
allthe innumerable monuments under that 
historic roof, that which the dean seemed to 
prize most highly and guard most tenderly 
was the one erected by the American colonies 
to Lord Hownk, who fell in the attack on 
Ticonderoga in 1758. If his wishes could be 
consulted in regard to post-mortem honors, 
there is abnndant reason to believe he would 
prefer the proposed American window in 
Westminster Abbey to any and all others; 
joining, as it will, to his name the shrine he so 
aearly loved and the great republic in whose 
prevent and prospective glories he so ear- 
nesily rejoiced. and certainly our people will 
do themselves no smal! honor in thus honor- 
ing the Christian gentleman and scholar who 
united in character and conduct the choicest 
of those virtues and graces which belong alike 
to the finest {type of American and English 
man—ARTHUR PENRHYN STANLEY. 


MR. BLAINE'S ORATION. 

Agreeable to promise we print in this issue 
ofthe Post-Dispatca the eulogium pre- 
nounced by Mr. BLAINE in the House of 
Representatives to-day on the late President 
GARFIELD. There were many reasons why 
Mr. BLAINE should have been selected for 
this important but delicate task. He was 
the personal friead of the assassinated Chief. 
He was his counselor and adviser, standing 
closer to himin ihe last years of his life than 
any other man in the land, and his own repu- 
tation as a publicist and his identification 
with domestic affairs gave the Nation the 
rigbt to suppose that the task of painting the 
figure of GARFIELD upon historical canvas 
would be carefully, faithfully and artistically 
executed by him. It must be confessed that 
a reading of the oration brings disappoint- 
ment. The feeling will be quite general that 
Mr. BLAINE has not done credit to himself. His 
fidelity cannot be called into question, for 
the aevoted BOSWELL could not have re- 
veaicd bis loyaity, his love and his sincerity 
more profoundly in writing of the great Dr. 
J€HNSON than has Mr. BLAINE in dealing 
vith the record made by GARFIELD. AS8 a 
complete biograpby Mr. BLAINE’s adress is 
interesting because more or less interest 
inust attach to the history of a man who 
starts from the humblest walks of life and 
climbs by his own exertions to the grandest 
beights of our political system. But the 
‘ffortis lacBing in beautiful figures, endur- 
ing tropes and filghts of oratory, such as 
VIRABEAU might have imparted or such as 
inked the name of PHILLIPS to that of the 
tirst NAPOLEON. The truth is, Mr. BLAINE is 
outof his element tn the realms of senti- 
mentality. There is littie that is either 
pathetic, poetic or emotional in his na- 
ture. He is eminentiy @ logician and 
not a rbetorician. In debate or ordi- 
nary repartee he is almost without an 
equal. In grouping and presenting facts he 
is a veritable HERCULES, and herein his art 
isshown. He has given us a masterly review 
of the life and times of Mr. GARFIELD, but he 
does not speak of him in the worshipful 
beauty of words such as MACAULAY employed 
in embalming the great Prince of Orange or 
such as our polished EVERETT might have 
drawn upon had be been chosen to the task. 
Perhaps the painter would have limned a 
more enduring picture if his subject had been 
fuller of inspiration. Ifthere had not been 
true beroes at Balaklava the hand of a woman 
would not have been moved to give us such a 
historical painting as that which delivers the 
great cavalry charge over to the children of 
time. In honest truth Mr. GARFIELD, 
while a man of rare energy and talents, 
and in most respects deserving of the 
highest honor, was not a great man. 
His rise was a magnificent tribute to 
our Republican institutions and his taking off 
touched a corner of every sympathetic human 
heart. The great American idea of individual 
worth and meritasthe true standard found 
in him a monumental exemplar. But it must 
be said of him in all truthfulness that he was 
but an indifferent soldier, that his methods 
were tainted by corruption, that he was 
not free from venality and that but 
for the accident of politice—the lottery 
of a party convention—he would never have 
been more than a member of Congress. He 
was at best a politician, for at no stage of his 
eareer did he reach the realm of statesman- 
ship. Itmust be conceded, then, that Mr. 
BLAINE, while out of his true element, did 
marvelousiy well with the material at his 
disposition. 

The striking feature of his address is the 
portion in which he treats of the guarrel and 
rupture in the Republican party which led 
directly to the death of Mr. GARFIELD. It is 
well known that GARFIELD sought a 
quarrel with the very men who were most 
directly responsible for his elevation to the 
Presidency. He chose his own ground and 
out of that ill-advised action came the fiend- 
ish inepiration of the assassin. With the 
grace ofa diplomatist andthe consummate 
art of acourtier Mr. BLAINE smooths over 
mostidelicately this blighting episode in the 
career of the late President. Most per- 
sons similarly situated would have been 
tempted to turn the occasion to personal re- 
sentment or advantage. By refraining, Mr. 
BLAINE shows himself to bea man of seif- 
contro! and wisdom, It will occur to many 
in reading that portion of the adaress devoted 
to the Huguenot ancestry of Mr.GARFIELD that

The fame imparted to him by a senseless 
assassin will outlive any of his public per- 
formances, and yet such a man as Mr. Conk- 
LING, trained in the artful combination of 
words and skilled in the use of the rhotoric 
which stirs the hearts of men, might have 
stood before the country to-day and might 
have woven in with the récord of the dead 
chieftain colors that would have stood against 
the corroding processes of time. : 


RUSSIAN JUSTICE. 

AMONG the twenty Nihilists now on trial 
in St. Petersburg but six are from the labor- 
ing class, the remainder are educated and 
cultivated people, all but one of whom are of 
gentle birth. This indicates more clearly 
than anything else the character of the Nihilist 
conspiracy and its danger to the state. The 
society is not made up of the lowest, but of 
the highest In Russia. It is mind rather 
than matter with which the Czar is 
called upon to do battle, and the result will 
be very closely what the result was in France 
—of accumulated outrages upon the people, 
and the day of reckoning may not be far 
uway. The character of Russian justice is 
exhibited at these trials in a most unsavory 
phase. in despair the accused are pleading 
guilty, and several times the lawyers for the 
defense—Russian lawyers, be it understood, 
whose living depends upon the Government— 
have threatened totbrow up their briefs ip 
disgust at the judges’ course. Of course the 
illegal law and the unjuet justice now being 
administered in St. Petersburg will bear fruit 
with the thinking people of Russia. These Ni- 
hilists at the bar will do more to spread their 
doctrines by their own deaths, than could be 
accomplished by the oessassination of every 
member of the house of Romanoff, 
Retribution may be delaved; the Pan- 
slavists may sweep Holy Russia in- 
to a foreign war and s0.- engross the 
minds of the people that their wrongs wil! 
be fora time forgotten. But the time wil! not 
be long. There never was a sin committed 
against a people inthis world that was not 
expiated in smoke and biood, and the rat-like 
Czar, sneaking from one lurking-place to 
another, testifies tothis belief with each cow- 
ardly hour of his cowering life. 


MLLE. MARIE HREILBRON, a celebrated 
operatic song-bird, who has been living in 
retiracy in Paris for several years, is prepar- 
ing to return to the lyric stage.

Unfortu- 
nately the Countisa Count. That is to say, 
he has relations in the high circles, ‘‘the top 
of the basket’ of the clerical and reactionary 
society of Paris, who supported the famous 
Union Generale. All the fortune both of the 
Count and of the Countess de la PANOUSE 
was invested in the Union, and allis lost. A 
few days after the crash the beautiful mansion 
was bought by the banker STERN, and the 
Countess de la PANOUSE announced her 
intention of becoming once more for the pub- 
lic simple MARIE HEILBRON. Of course she 
has received a score of tempting offers from 
managers, and she has fully made up her 
mind, as she expresses it, to “‘sell her- 
self to some of the dealers in human flesh 
who carry on speculations in artistes in 
the New World.” This is, of course, a hard 
drive at such cruel people as ABBEY and 
StRaAKOSCH. Of course we will all be de- 
lighted to see HEILBRON over here and 
everybody will lend a cheerful hand to the 
restoration of her fortune. If she is really 
prejudiced against the professional managers 
who contribute so much to the success of 
foreign artistes, such as BERNHARDT and 
PaTTI, she can place herself under the im- 
mediate control of her noble husband.

MARITIME CLAIMS. 


Precedence of Mortgage Established 
by Opinioa of Judge Treat. 


Inthe United States District Court this 
morning Judge Treat rendered an important 
oral decision, giving judgment for the plain- 
tiff, Wm. F. Davidson, in an admirAdJty 
suit. The Keokuk Northern Line 
Packet Company executed a mort- 
gage of certain boat property 


in January, 1879. to secure certain notes of 
indebtedness. Wm. F Davidson at that time 
kept a boat store, where the boat supplies 
were furnished. At the mortgage sale of the 
boats the Clinton was purchased by RC.

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THE PROPOSED SIRIKE. 


Employers Will Prob«biy Accede to the 
Journeymen Painters’ Demands. 


The indications are that the threatened 
strike of the Painters’ Union will not develop 
into as formidable a movement as was antici- 
pated. Upon calling upou a number of jour- 
neymen painters and bosses to-day, & POST- 
DIsPaTCH reporter learned that 
there was 4 disposition upon 
the part of both to settle the question of 
wages amicably and witbout any interruption 
of work. There nas been and is considerable 
dissatisfaction among the painters regarding 


wages, and the majority of the bosses dis- 
play a willingness to comply with any just 
demands. 

A juurneyman painter said to a reporter to- 
day: **We are not anxious for a strike and I 
don’t think there’il be one. We are now get- 
ting $250 a day and we want $3. The pub- 
lic thinks that we are getting 
good wages now, and that it’s unjust for us to 
ask for more; but, then, the public don’t 
know ali the facts. If we had steady work 
the year round, we might make fair wages at 
$250 a day; but the fact is that we are 
idie about half the time. Why, one 
of the best painters in town only 
made $392 for last year’s work, and 
I don’t uveragg more than $1 50 aday the year 
round. You seein winter we can’t work 
more than a quarter of the time. In the 
spring the rain and dust interfere with our 
work and in July we have hardly any work at 
all. If we were getting $3a day we would 
make only fair wages the way work runs,”? 

“‘Weli, what do you think will be done by 
the busses?” asked the reporter. 

**T aon’t know exactly,”? was the response, 
“but I think the bosses will give the rate 
asked for. They held a meeting last Thurs- 
day to consider some means of increasing 
prices so that they couldmeet the demand of 
the painters, but I could not find what de- 
cision they came to. I heard, however, that 
they were all willing to increase wages to 
yood men. There aretwo House Painters’ 
Unions in the city, and they will hold a 
joint meeting at Barchi’s Hall, 408 Wash- 
ington avenue on Wednesday night to decide 
whatitis besttodo. The Painters’ Unions 
number about 400 men, but as most of the 
bosses have declared a willingness to pay the 
increase, I don’t think that there will be any 
more toward a strike.”? 

Mr. Flesb, of the tirmof Flesh & Mook, 
was the only emplover seen by the reporter, 
who objected to the proposed increase. He said 
that the business of bis firm was conducted 
independently; that gfair price was always 
paid for work and thatthe present intention 
was to pay nomore than was being paid 
now. The firm had ninety men on its pay 
roll, and every one was appar- 
entiy satisfied with the rate of wages /| 
being paid. He did not anticipate a strike 
and was of the opinion that the present agita- 
tion of the subject was due to the efforts of a 
few malcontents who were anxious to secure 
aloafing spell atthe expense of their more 
industrious fellow-workmen. He declined to 
say anything regarding the action of the 
meeting of boss painters on Thursday last, 
but assured the reporter that there was not 
the slightest danger of a strike. 

Mr.J. H. Krippen dramatically declared 
that he was the staunch friend of his men, 
and would stand by them through thick and 
thin. He believed that the laborer was 
worthy of his hire, thatthe painters were 
very poorly paid and that he would pay the 
advance asked for even if any other boss 
painter in the city refused to doso. He aid 
not anticipate a strike, for he felt that ail the 
bosses would accede to the demand of the 
men simply because it was a just one.
